Summary of Hews. 





‘Tne Fronch Mail of Juno 17th arrived on 
tho 1st instant per Dupleix, and the English 
Mail of Juno 19th on the Brd instant, with 
telegrams to 7th July. Later telegrams to 
2st July havo boon received vid Kinchta. 
‘The outgoing English mail leaves to-morrow 
per Bora, and the American mail per 
Costa Rica. 

‘The following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight viz, Juanpore from London, 
Himac from Syaiey, Velocidade, England 
‘and John Nicholson from  Noweastlo N. 
8. W,, Sooloo and Evely« Wood from Sun: 
derland, Resolute from New York, Tope 
gallant from Penarth, and Anne Kimball 
from Puget Sound. 

‘The departures are, Capiolani, Hastings, 
Mary Whitridge, Crueshay Bailey and 
Northampton for London, Copernicus for 
Liverpool, D. H. Watjen for Batavia and 
Chitlingham for Guam, 

We remarkodl last week on the singular 
coolness of the summer, thus far. On tho 
day following that on which wo wrote, the 
wind changed to the north and hus since 
been blowing steadily from that quarter 
tnd the exstwand, causing w further fall in 
the temperature. ‘The thermometer has 
not sineo marked over 85 by day, and has 
fallon as low us-73 by night. 

Another shower of despatches has fallen 
upon the settlement, from the Chamber of 
Commerce, from the Inspector General of 
Customs, snd from the U. 8.
